SOMERSET Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust is inviting pa¬ 
tients and residents to a public in¬ 
volvement workshop following 
the decision to temporarily close 
Chard’s hospital. 

The controversial decision to 
close Chard Community Hospital 
was taken due to safeguarding. 
The reason was a lack of nurses. 

The temporary closure is ex¬ 
pected to last into the new year, 
with many residents upset at the 
decision. Community beds in 
Shepton Mallet have also been 
chosen to be temporarily closed. 

The patient and public involve¬ 
ment workshop in Chard will take 
place on Monday, November 13 
from 1.30pm to 3.30pm at the 
Guildhall. 

One of the organisers said: “We 
would like to hear from local peo¬ 
ple who have views and ideas 
about how we can best support 
local people with their health and 
care needs, particularly during 
the temporary closure of the inpa¬ 
tient ward. 

“We are particularly keen to 
hear from people whose family or 
friends have used the community 
hospital.” 

Admission to the event will be 
by booked places only. To book 
your spot, send an email to 
myvoice@sompar.nhs.uk and let 
the organisers know whether you 
have a particular interest or con¬ 


nections with local health or so¬ 
cial care. 

Last week, Nick Broughton - 
chief executive of Somerset 
Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust - said the board had met to 
discuss the temporary closures 
following very strong feedback 
from patients. 

Mr Broughton said: “Somerset 
Partnership’s Board met recently 
to discuss its decision and to re¬ 
flect on the very strong and clear 
messages we have received from 
some patients and the public in 
both Shepton Mallet and Chard 
about the action we have planned 
to take. 

“In taking this approach, the 
trust has been keen to balance the 
immediate patient safety issues 
we are facing and the need to take 
urgent action with the benefits of 
taking on board the public’s 
views. 

“The board considered whether 
the patient safety situation has 
changed since the date of the orig¬ 
inal decision; reviewed the feed¬ 
back from the public engagement 
to date and whether this presents 
factors that have not previously 
been taken into account and 
which may present alternative vi¬ 
able solutions; and looked at the 
current position around recruit¬ 
ment efforts to address the prob¬ 
lem. 

“The board has asked for fur¬ 
ther information but the intention 
remains to proceed with the tem¬ 
porary closures as planned.”

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Sir Hugo supports anaemia campaign 


SIR Hugo Swire has helped raise awareness of, 
a ‘hidden condition’ which affects around 4 mil¬ 
lion in the UK. 

Anaemia is a leading cause of disability, po¬ 
tentially costing the NHS an estimated £54 mil¬ 
lion per year. 

In addition, Devon has among the highest 
rates of anaemia in the country, above four 
times the national average. 

East Devon MP Sir Hugo took the simple ‘fin¬ 
ger prick’ test which is able to detect anaemia 
instantly. 

While anaemia is highly treatable, the num¬ 
ber of patients admitted to hospital with iron 
deficiency anaemia has increased by 46 per 
cent since 2011. 


This particularly affects the frail and elderly, 
who commonly suffer from micronutrient defi¬ 
ciencies, as well as vulnerable patients who 
suffer from other conditions affecting their gut, 
heart or kidneys. 

Sir Hugo met with patients and clinicians to 
discuss how the government can improve the 
lives of people suffering from anaemia. 

Despite its prevalence, anaemia often goes un¬ 
detected due to the commonness of its symp¬ 
toms which include paleness, fatigue, hair loss 
and shortness of breath. 

The test was administered by Entia, a British 
startup backed by Innovate UK, which has de¬

“Diagnosis for anaemia and iron deficiency 
remain disproportionately low, and I encour¬ 
age any concerned constituents to consult their

Filmmaking charity 
scoops major award 


ILMINSTER filmmaking charity Purple 
Field Productions has been honoured with 
the prestigious, Australia-based, World Cere¬ 
bral Palsy Day Public Awareness Award for 
its movie Lisilojulikana (The Unknown). 

The film drama, shot on location in Kenya, 
aims to combat the ignorance and supersti¬ 
tion attached to children with cerebral palsy 
in Africa. The award comes with a $2,000 
prize. 

Released in 2016, Lisilojulikana tells the 
story of Grace, played by a 15-year-old who 
has cerebral palsy. 

The aim of the 56-minute dramatic film is 
to not only educate but also to inspire and 
drive attitudinal change towards children 
with CP. 

The script of Lisilojulikana was developed 
through extensive consultation. 

A scriptwriter travelled through Kenya 
meeting children living with CP and their 
families to hear their experiences. Conse¬ 
quently, the script was inspired by real-life 
stories and circumstances. 

Identifying the actors, support crew and lo¬ 
cation for making the film was also a chal¬ 
lenge facing the project team who worked 
with St Martin Catholic Social Apostolate in 
Nyahururu - a grassroots organisation run¬ 
ning projects for disabled people and others - 
to develop the production. 

Local people acted in the film. The teen 
who played Grace was from a school in 
Nairobi. 

Directed and script translated by Kenyan 
Aggie Nyagari, the filming was done on loca¬ 
tion in Nyahururu. A rough cut was made in 
Kenya and test-screened with a sample audi¬ 
ence before going to the UK for final post-pro¬ 
duction work. 

Distribution of the film was always going 
to be a key factor to the success of the project. 

To enable the film to be shown in commu¬ 
nities without electricity, a solar-powered, 
backpack cinema kit was developed. 

An itinerary was created and a health 
worker was trained to use the kit and lead 
discussion. Government agencies and televi-

sion companies were also targeted as part of 
the distribution plan. 

From development to filming then distri¬ 
bution, PFP founder and scriptwriter El- 
speth Waldie maintains that the success of 
Lisilojulikana has been dependent on part¬ 
nership - both with individuals and with or¬ 
ganisations. 

She said: “We could never have done any¬ 
thing like this on our own, and we are enor¬ 
mously grateful to everyone involved. The 
vast majority of people concerned have been 
volunteers.” 

With very limited resources, PFP has been 
showing Lisilojulikana across Kenya 
throughout this year and last year. 

It was shown on K24, a major Kenyan tele¬ 
vision channel, in its prime slot on Christ¬ 
mas Day afternoon to an estimated audience 
of 300,000 people. 

However, the film’s major impact has been 
in rural communities where the need is the 
greatest. 

Using the backpack cinema, the trained fa¬ 
cilitator has screened Lisilojulikana in more 
than 170 villages to an estimated audience in 
excess of 20,000 people. 
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Double delight for Holyrood boys

HAND-MADE lanterns will be car¬ 
ried in a colourful procession 
around Yeovil, led by samba-style 
drumming, next month as part of 
the official switching-on of the 
Christmas lights. 

The switch-on takes place on 
Saturday, November 18, and the 
annual lantern parade will be 
staged before the town is illumi¬ 
nated to kick-off the countdown to 
Christmas. 

The town’s fourth annual 
lantern parade will assemble at 
the bandstand for judging of the 
lanterns at 5pm. 

The procession will start at 
5.30pm and return to finish at the 
bandstand, with the lights switch- 
on following at 6.30pm. 

You can start your lantern-mak¬ 
ing now at home or come and join 
a free workshop, at Milford Com¬ 
munity Hall, on Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 11. 

Family and friends will be wel¬ 
come in groups of two to five peo¬ 
ple. All materials will be supplied 
for free, with hands-on advice 
about how to make your ideas 


come to life. But book soon as 
places are limited. 

The parade organisers have said 
that, for reasons of safety, there 
must be no live flames used in 
lanterns. 

There are lots of alternative op¬ 
tions widely available - strings of 
battery-operated lights are popu¬ 
lar. 

On the day of the parade there 
will be a samba-style drumming 
workshop from 1.30pm to 4pm at 
the Vicarage Street Methodist 
Church in Yeovil. 

Participants will be able to cre¬ 
ate their own instruments and 
will be taught to play some catchy 
rhythms and will then lead the pa¬ 
rade at 5.30pm. 

Both workshops are free but 
book your places by phone on 
01935 462734 or email to area 
south@southsomerset.gov.uk. 

People will be able to find fur¬ 
ther details about the parade and 
other Christmas activities on the 
Love Yeovil Facebook page. 

Cllr Peter Gubbins, chairman of

Area South committee, said: “An¬ 
other great community night for 
Yeovil is coming up fast. 

“Don’t miss out on this colour¬ 
ful and exuberant evening when 
our lanterns will light up the town 
centre and we will all swing along 
to the sound of the samba drum¬ 
beat. 

“And for the first time this year 
we will be awarding cups for the 
three best lanterns.” 

Late-night shopping in Yeovil in 
the lead-up to Christmas will start 
on Thursday, November 30. 

Yeovil’s lantern parade and the 
Christmas light-up are organised 
through a partnership between 
South Somerset District Council, 
Yeovil Town Council, the Love 
Yeovil Marketing Group, Quedam 
Shopping Centre and many more 
commercial and voluntary organ¬ 
isations in the town.

"The wadding is particularly prob¬ 
lematic as it needs to be of a certain 
standard for warmth and washing 
durability, so we hold fundraising cof¬ 
fee mornings to help and always need 
donations." 

The county council's children and 
families spokesman, Cllr Frances 
Nicholson, said: "We are very grateful 
for the hard work of Project Linus UK 
and offer our sincere thanks to them 
for rising so brilliantly to the Have a 
Heart challenge. 

"The quilts will go to children of var¬ 
ious ages in care, includ¬ 
ing young children with 
particular needs, and ba¬ 
bies as part of our foster¬ 
ing for adoption 
scheme."

After all that running, the two 
Crewkerne teams, captained by Dar¬ 
ren Frost and Andy Dickinson, fin¬ 
ished in the same overall and fastest 
time of 7 hrs 49 mins. 

Honours for “hero” of the day went 
to Matt Haywood for unexpectedly 
having to complete three legs after 
another member of the Just Glue It 
team had to withdraw along the 
route. 

Race organiser Dave Carnell said 
that he was pleased the event had 
gone off well with a full day’s fun rac¬ 
ing. The weather had been moder¬ 
ately kind and nobody got lost - at 
least not completely.

Plan for new 


A PLANNING application for a new Lidl store for Chard 
has been submitted to South Somerset District Council 
by Quora (Chard) Ltd. 

The proposal relates to a number of disused industrial 
buildings on part of the Brecknell Willis site, off Tap- 
stone Road. The existing buildings on site are dated and 
are surplus to the firm’s requirements given its recent 
major investment in a new factory building on the adja¬ 
cent land. As a result, regeneration company Quora has 
been working with Brecknell Willis in order to bring for¬ 
ward proposals for this site. 

The plan for a new Lidl store would offer “a significant 
enhancement” to this largely vacant site. The new store 
would mark a multi-million-pound investment in the 
local economy, which Lidl says would help it provide the 
local community with a much-enhanced shopping expe¬ 
rience that complements the existing retail offering, 
while creating new jobs for the area. 


supermarket 

Subject to planning permission, the best options would 
then be considered for Lidl’s existing premises on Boden 
Street. 

An application has been submitted following consulta¬ 
tion with South Somerset District Council officers, ward 
councillors, Chard Town Council and local residents. 

Quora is keen to consult all key stakeholders across 
Chard and will continue to discuss its plan with any in¬ 
terested parties during the application process. 

This investment in the site would also create around 
20 additional jobs. 

Quora, along with Lidl, would work with local Jobcen¬ 
tres and local organisations to ensure residents would 
benefit from these new jobs. 

Lidl would ensure that the existing employees from its 
Boden Street shop would transfer to the proposed new 
store.

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Village shop closes after 175 years of service

IT WAS a sad day in Kilming- 
ton when the village shop 
closed for good on October 
18th, having served the com¬ 
munity for about 175 years, 
writes BRIAN LAVENDER. 

Kim Rhodes and her hus¬ 
band Terry owned the prop¬ 
erty and Kim ran the shop for 
the last five years. 

However, Kim decided to re¬ 
tire from being postmistress 
and shop life; she knew that 
she could not continue single- 
handed for too many years. 

Kim and Terry had hoped 
that the changes they had 
made would attract a buyer to 
prolong Hurfords as a com¬ 
mercial property, and the 
shop was marketed with com¬ 
mercial agents, but they could 
not find a buyer. 

During its time, the shop has 
gone through two world wars 
and has been a centre point in 
village life and a wonderful 
source of information, help 
and advice. 

The house and garden were 
occupied by a James Phippen 
in 1840 and in the 1841 census 
he is recorded as being a 
draper with his wife Eliza¬ 
beth. 

In 1851 he was registered as 
a draper and grocer but he ev¬ 
idently retired in about 1861 
and moved to Axminster. 

Robert Halsom Follett, with 
his wife Harriet and two chil¬ 
dren, appear to have taken 
over the business and he is 
recorded as being a general 
merchant whose family had 
grown to seven children by 
1884 when he retired. 

His assistant, Henry Tucker, 
who was born in Colyton, ap¬ 
parently took over the busi¬ 
ness because in the 1891 
census; he is recorded as the 
occupier and grocer/draper. 

In 1897, the premises were 
occupied by Herbert J Davis 
who appeared to have dropped 
the drapery side of the busi¬ 
ness. 

From 1903-05, Herbert 
seemed to have tired of the 
business and he offered it to 
Harry Hurford, who had been 
born at The Old Inn in 1880 
but was serving an appren¬ 
ticeship in the Army and 
Navy Stores in London. 

Harry changed the name of 
the shop to Hurford’s Stores 
and set to work with vigour 
expanding the trade and mod¬ 
ernising the premises. 

Several wealthy farming 
families had enormous 


weekly orders which he would 
collect and deliver and he be¬ 
came very active in village or¬ 
ganisations, particularly the 
cricket club, of which he 
served as secretary for many 
years. 

He married Rose Spurway of 
Hendon in 1910, who sadly 
died at the age of 56 years in 
1920. However, in 1921, he met 
and married Rhoda May 
Vessey who had nursed 
wounded soldiers in the First 
World War; she was a very 
saintly and a caring person. 

They had seven children, the 
eldest being named after her 
mother May and the young¬ 
est Dudley. 

Sadly their fourth child 
Rosemary contracted polio at 
the age of only nine months 
which added to the strain of 
running the business. 

To help, Harry took May out 
of Kilmington School at the 
age of 14 years and she found 
herself not only helping to 
bring up her siblings but run¬ 
ning the shop as well. 

They stocked a full range of 
groceries, china, crockery, 
saucepans, etc, extending to 
poultry, corn and grain. 

The Second World War 
brought rationing which com¬ 
plicated things as everything 
had to be weighed to the near¬ 
est ounce and careful account 
of the coupons kept. 

Harry was quite a strong dis¬ 
ciplinarian, not averse to 
using his belt to install a bit of 
discipline, and he kept the 
family rather regimented to 
help the business. 

However, he was a generous 
man, not only looking after 
his family well by setting 
them up in their adult lives, 
but helping others in the vil¬ 
lage that had fallen on hard 
times 

In August 1940, Harry took a 
telephone call from John 
Ernest Lavender in Croydon, 
whom he had known when the 
Lavender family moved from 
Dalwood to Kilmington for a 
few years in the 1920s. 

John explained that his 
house had been practically de¬ 
stroyed in a Luftwaffe raid 
and, although the family had 
survived, he wanted to move 
them to a safer place in the 
country. 

Harry met them off the train 
at Axminster Station and soon 
helped them find accommoda¬ 
tion in a farm cottage down 
the lane from Hills Farm, 


owned by George Trott. The 
significance of this story is 
that John’s eldest son Ernest 
John (later known as Jack) 
started a romance with May, 
and Harry offered him a job in 
the shop on an six-month trial, 
which led to their marriage in 
1949. 

Harry decided to retire at 
that point and moved to West- 
gate, and May and Jack pur¬ 
chased the business and 
started their family. 

When Dudley came out of 
the army and had completed a 
short apprenticeship at Har¬ 
ris’s, the grocer in Axminster, 
he joined the business as a 
partner with Jack. 

It was a happy arrangement 
because Jack was a good 
sportsman, playing centre for¬ 
ward for Axminster but more 
importantly becoming secre¬ 
tary of the cricket club, play¬ 
ing the dame in the panto¬ 
mime and taking a leading 
role in St Giles’ Church. 

The business continued to 
flourish because of hard work 
and no holidays, the shop 
being the centre for news and 
gossip, advertising village 
events and the supplier of a 
very wide range of goods 
which now extended to in¬ 
cluded paraffin, metholated 
spirits and even coal at one 
stage. 

They obtained an off-licence 
in the early 1970s, stocking a 
wide range of alcoholic drinks 
where you could buy a bottle 
of Johnnie Walker for £2.75 or 
a Nuits St George for £1.30. 

Customer care was the ethos 
and the home delivery service 
sometimes continued on 
Christmas Day when cus¬ 
tomers had forgotten an essen¬ 
tial item. 

May and Jack had two chil¬ 
dren, John and David, and so 
the sound of young voices in 
the shop continued as they 
had ever since the business 
had been set up originally. 

While John pursued a teach¬ 
ing career, David went away, 
trained and then managed 
Woolworth stores in different 
parts of the country before re¬ 
turning in 1988 to run the shop 
in partnership with Dudley, 
allowing Jack and May to re¬ 
tire next door in their new 
house. 

The shop was then mod¬ 
ernised to a self-help basis and 
the business flourished, with 
May usually there to help. 

Eventually, Dudley retired 


because of ill health and sadly 
Jack died in 1994 aged 67. 

David was left with the shop 
and only his mother to help 
him. 

He had also taken over the 
mantle from his father, be¬ 
coming secretary and trea¬ 
surer of the cricket club, dame 
at the annual pantomime and 
chairman of Kilmington Play¬ 
ers. 

With the advent of super¬ 
markets in Axminster, first 
the Co-operative and then 
Tesco, coupled with the death 
of some very loyal heads of 
farming families, business be¬ 
came more difficult. 


Millers Farm Shop and the 
Kilmington Garage shop add¬ 
ed to the competition. 

However, David took the op¬ 
portunity to take over the Post 
Office when the one in Kilm¬ 
ington was closing in 2003, 
which he incorporated it into 
the shop, not only supplement¬ 
ing his income but saving a 
great convenience for village 
residents, particularly for the 
more elderly. 

Coming up to retirement 
himself, the Post Office de¬ 
cided to close many of its rural 
post offices and the one in 
Hurford’s Stores came under 
threat because it was within 


two miles of the one in Axmin¬ 
ster. 

David put the shop on the 
market as a business because 
he was determined that it 
should be retained for the con¬ 
venience of village residents. 

However, the Post Office 
then drastically reduced the 
payment for post office sales, 
making it a rather unattrac¬ 
tive business financially. 

But in 2012, Kim Rhodes 
with husband Terry put in an 
offer which was accepted and 
David and his mother May 
could retire, David converting 
one of the shop’s warehouses 
into his bachelor pad.

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I Remember my best friend 

Tom Boardman became a prisoner of war when British forces surrendered 
to Japan in Singapore in 1942. 


October 23d 2017 


TOM, now aged 99, volunteered 
for service in the Royal Army 
Ordnance Corps in 1939 and was 
detailed to go abroad in 1941. 

"We sailed from Liverpool in early 
March 1941 and did a few days 
travelling across the North Atlantic 
towards America ," says Tom. 

"Then we struck due South and 
went across to Freetown, West 
Africa - the hottest place Id ever 


been to. We didn't go ashore but 
after a few days there we went 
South to Cape Town where we had 
a weeks' leave. I was with Les Day 
my best friend at the time, and we 
shared our days out together." 

After Cape Town they headed for 
their final destination of Singapore, 
via Bombay and Colombo. 
SURRENDER IN SINGAPORE 
"Of course in 1941 there was no 
war out in Singapore and we were 
very pleased to arrive there at the 
beginning of May eight weeks 
after leaving Liverpool," says Tom 


"It seemed heaven on earth 
because there was no rationing 
and there was as much food as 
you wanted. However, little did we 
know what was on the horizon." 

In December 1941 Japan joined 
the war, with British Commander 
Lieutenant-General Percival 
surrendering in February 1942. 

"We were taken prisoner of war 
and were taken up to Changi 
district," explains Tom. 

"The area was barb-wired off 
and we lived there from February 
to October. In October they 
started moving us from Singapore 
up into Thailand with a promise of 
better camps. 

"The trip from Singapore up into 
Thailand was made in cattle 
trucks without any sanitation and 
one meal a day. It lasted four days 
and four nights and it was a 
horrendous trip. 

BURMA RAILWAY 

Tom was one of thousands of Allied 
prisoners who built a rail link 
between Bangkok and Rangoon. 

"I spent 12 months building the 

railway in horrible conditions, 
with horrible food and the 
accommodation was horrible," 
he explains. 

"We used to get rice and a spoonful 
of sugar for breakfast at the crack 




of dawn then they would bring out 
rice in containers slung onto bamboo 
poles at lunch time. Then we would 
get back to work until we'd finish 
the task of the day - anything from 
building an embankment, to 
building a cutting, to building a 


bridge or series of bridges. 

"As you finished a section you 
moved onto another section and 
started working to meet up with a 
camp further down or higher up 
the railway. 

"If anyone misbehaved they had

what they called a metre stick. It was a 
metre-length of bamboo which varied from 
1-2 inches in diameter and if you 
misbehaved you got beatings with it - that 
was a daily occurrence and there was no 
respite from it." 

Whilst in captivity there were various 
illnesses and diseases that afflicted the 
thousands of prisoners, such as Cholera, 
Dysentery, Malaria, Beriberi, leg ulcers 
and amputations. 

"It was a grim life and I consider myself 
very lucky to have got through it" 


FREEDOM 

The railway was completed in October 
1943, after which Tom was put on building 
air strips. 

The last airstrip that was built was at 
Phetchaburi, and was finished at the end of 
July 1945. 

"The war finished as far as we were 
concerned about the 18 August because we 
were unaware that peace had been called 
and the Japanese had surrendered," 
says Tom. 

"Within days Dakota planes were flying 
into this airstrip we had built and flying

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us in groups to Rangoon where we 
were rehabilitated. 

"I arrived back in England on 8 October 
1945 a free man and very grateful for it. 

"I arrived home in Leigh in the early hours 
to be reunited with my wife who I had 
married in 1940. 

"Luckily I survived the hazards," adds Tom, 
"It was a grim life and I consider myself very 
lucky to have got through it, and especially 
to have survived so long." 

REMEMBERING LES 

On Remembrance Sunday, Tom always 
thinks of his friend Les, who never 
came home. 

"My life is full of remembrance of the war, 
and not a day passes without me thinking 
about it," he says. 

"Les Day is the one person I really 
think about. 

"I was with him all through the war days in 
Singapore and into captivity. I moved into 
Changi concentration camp with him but 
unfortunately he didn't survive. 



"I think it's not just a case of remembering 
in November. For me we should remember 
every day and every month, and that's what 
I try and do."

Don't leaf it to the last minute - prepare

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compost mixes. Be sure to leave a small gap 
under at least one side to allow hedgehogs, 
toads and small mammals to get in and use the 
leaf bin as a cosy place to hibernate. 

If you have a nest box in your garden, now is the 
ideal time to spruce it up after birds have finished 
using it for young. Make sure the nest box is no 
longer active, then remove the lid and clean out 
the box with boiling water, allow to dry thoroughly 
and place a small handful or hay or wood 
shavings inside before returning it to its place. 

Small garden birds such as wrens, blue tits and 
sparrows can then use the nest boxes throughout 
autumn and winter as a place to roost. 

For new homeowners keen to expand their DIY 
skills, autumn and winter is the ideal time to 
build and put up a bat box to give the nocturnal 
creatures somewhere to roost, raise their pups 
and sleep throughout the day. 

As bats use existing structures to roost, 
many of their usual roosting places are being 
damaged and destroyed so giving them a safe 
place to call home is a great way to boost your 
garden wildlife. 

Make sure your bat box is made from untreated 
wood, and is sealed tight to avoid draughts. 
Leave a slit towards the back of the box, with a 
rough piece of wood leading up to it for them to 
clamber up. If DIY isn't your thing, the RSPB sell 
a selection of pre-made bat boxes. 

Bats prefer to live higher up, so place your 
bat box under the eaves of your house or on a 
tree trunk. 

Andrea continued: "Our partnership with the 
RSPB is important to help demonstrate how we 


can protect and enhance the biodiversity of the 
local area, benefiting our customers and the 
wildlife around our developments.

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C, fan 160°C, gas 4 
and line the base and sides of a round 23cm- 
diameter springform tin. 

2. Melt the chocolate and butter in a bowl over 
a saucepan of barely simmering water, making 
sure the bowl doesn't touch the water, or gently 
melt in the microwave (at a low setting); stir 
until smooth. Remove from the heat; cool for 20 
minutes. 

3. In a large bowl using a wooden spoon, beat 
the eggs, caster sugar and vanilla extract. Then 
beat in the clementine zest and juice, port and 
spices until just combined. In a separate bowl 
sift the flour, baking powder and % teaspoon 
salt. Pour the cooled chocolate mixture into the 
beaten eggs and mix until combined and 
smooth, then fold in the flour mix until just 
combined and there is no flour visible. 

4. Pour the mixture into the lined tin. Transfer 
to the oven and bake for 20-30 minutes until set 
on top but still a little gooey inside. Leave to 
cool completely in the tin before unmoulding. 

5. Cut the cooled brownie cake into 12 
triangular tree-shaped wedges - you can slice 


off the rounded bottoms to give a straight 
edge, if you like. 

6 . Mix the icing sugar with 2 teaspoons of 
water, adding a drop or two more if needed to 
make a thick but runny icing. Drizzle or pipe 
over the brownie triangles in a zigzag pattern. 
Scatter with the star sprinkles and insert a 
chocolate finger to create a tree trunk. Leave 
the icing to set for at least 2 hours before 
serving.

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For the chocolate profiteroles 

• 125g plain flour 

• 25g cocoa 

• 2 tsp caster sugar 

• lOOg butter, in small pieces 

• 3 large eggs, lightly beaten 
For the filling and topping 

• 300ml whipping cream 

• 1 tbsp icing sugar 

• 1 tsp brandy (optional) 

• 2 x lOOg bars Belgian white 
chocolate, in pieces 

• 50g ready-to-roll green icing 

• 15g ready-to-roll red icing 

Oiftecttciifr 

1. Preheat the oven to 220°C, fan 
200°C, gas 7. Sift the flour, cocoa and 
a pinch of salt onto a square of 
baking paper that you have folded in 
half and opened again. 

2. Over a low heat and in a medium 
pan, gently heat 300ml water, the 
caster sugar and the butter. Once the 
butter has melted, turn the heat up 
and, as soon as the liquid comes to 
the boil, take the pan off the heat. 

3. Pour the flour mix from the baking 
paper into the pan, then return the 
pan to the heat and cook for 1 minute, 
stirring all the time with a wooden 
spoon. You will need to beat the mix 
vigorously and keep going until it 
comes away from the sides of the pan 
- this will take a few minutes. 

4. Take the pan off the heat and leave 
the mixture to cool for 5 minutes. 


5. Next, little by little, beat in the eggs, 
making sure the egg is fully absorbed 
into the dough with each addition. You 
can do this with an electric mixer if you 
prefer. You will have a thick, glossy 
paste; leave it to cool slightly. Then, 
using a large piping bag with a 1.5-2cm 
plain nozzle, pipe 24 small balls onto a 
large, lined baking tray. If you don't 
have a piping bag, you can use a 
teaspoon - put 24 heaped teaspoonfuls 
of the mix on the lined tray and, with 
damp hands, roll each into a ball. Either 
way, smooth out the tops with a damp 
finger. 

6 . Bake the profiteroles for 25 minutes 
until puffed and risen, then remove 
from the oven. If you're going to fill 
them using a piping bag, quickly make 
a hole in the bottom of each one with a 
skewer then return them to the oven, 
on their sides, for 10 minutes. 
Alternatively, halve them and return 
them to the oven. After the 10 minutes, 
cool the profiteroles on a wire rack. 

7. In a bowl, whip the cream with the 
icing sugar and brandy, if using. Then, 
using a piping bag, fill each profiterole. 
Or, fill the halved profiteroles with the 
whipped cream using a teaspoon. 

8. Melt the white chocolate in a bowl 
over a pan of barely simmering water. 
Spoon a little of the chocolate over 
each profiterole and leave them to set 
in the fridge for 30 minutes. 

9. To decorate, roll out the green icing 
and use a veined holly leaf cutter to 
stamp out 48 tiny holly leaves (or you 
can cut them by hand) and roll tiny 
berries from the red icing; use these to 
top each profiterole.

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1. Line a baking sheet with parchment 
paper and set aside. 

2. Combine cranberries and the sugar in 
a food processor and process just until 
the cranberries are broken down into 
smaller pieces.

3. Combine flour and remaining sugar in 
a large bowl. 

4. Use a pastry cutter to cut in butter. 
You want very fine crumbs. Stir in 
extract, cranberries and sugar mixture, 
orange zest and orange juice (optional). 


5. Use your hands to knead the dough until 
it comes together and forms a ball. Work 
the dough until it comes together. 

6.Shape dough into a log about two 
inches in a diameter and wrap in plastic 
wrap. 

7. Refrigerate for two hours or up to 72 
hours. 

8. Preheat oven to 160°C. Cut slices of 
cookie dough about !4 inch thick. Place 
about a half a cup of sugar in a bowl and 
coat the cookie slices with sugar. 

9. Place cookies on baking sheet and bake 
for 12 to 15 minutes or just until cookies are 
set. Do not over bake. 

10. Let cookies cool for several minutes on 
baking sheet before removing to cooling 
rack. Let cool completely.

What to expect from a massage 
depending om what country 
you're in

TAKE a look at how massages differ, from 
China to India. 

As the old saying goes: No two massages 
were created equal. Okay, sure - that's not 
quite the adage, but it still holds true. 

A massage is essentially the practice of 
putting pressure on the body to relax and 
reinvigorate your muscles, and techniques 
can vary hugely between countries. 

Here are what massages entail in some of 
the countries they are most popular in, just 
so you're fully clued up next time you go 
abroad in need of a little relaxation. 

China - There are so many different types 
of massage in China, and some are quite 
daunting. Fire or knife massage anyone? 

One of the major practices is Tui Na which 
thankfully doesn't involve anything 
dangerous.

It is often 
combined with other traditional practices, 
like cupping or acupuncture. 

Japan - In Japan, a key traditional massage 
technique is Shiatsu.

It was developed from ancient Chinese 
medicine, and is all about working to 
balance the body's vital energy: Qi. 

Shiatsu is by no means an intense sports 
massage, instead it employs comfortable 
pressure across the body to balance energy 
flow. It's big on the combination of the 
physical and mental to get the best results. 

Thailand - Think twice before stripping off 
for a Thai massage, because they are 
traditionally done fully clothed. Also unlike 
your typical massage, no massage oils are 
used (which makes sense, so you don't get 
lotion all over your outfit). 

Thai massages are also known as yoga 
massages, because the therapist will get 
you to adopt certain yoga-like positions 
throughout the treatment.

Trad Jazz with Pedigree 


ILMINSTER Arts Centre is taking a trip 
down memory lane this Friday, 
November 10th with a return 
performance by the Pedigree Jazz Band, 
led by Chris Walker. 

“Salute To Trad Jazz 2017” is the band’s 
latest show, inspired by their shared 
fondness for the style of jazz popularized 
by Chris Barber, Acker Bilk, Kenny Ball 
and others in the late 1950s and early 60s. 
This is the period that became known, in 
Britain, as the “Trad Boom”. 

Many of the record releases that made 
it into the hit parade at that time are 
seldom to be heard in the jazz clubs of 
today, perhaps because the likes of 
Midnight in Moscow, Green Leaves of 


Summer, Livery Stable Blues, Chimes 
Blues, Peter & The Wolf and the William 
Tell Overture require a certain amount of 
careful rehearsal to do them justice. They 
are, however, included in “Salute to Trad 
Jazz 2017” and needless to say the band is 
continually adding new memories and 
old “hits” so the show is always evolving 
and fresh. 

The show is presented by the band’s 
leader, clarinettist Chris Walke, who has 
some 30 years regular broadcasting 
experience under his belt; as well as 
sensational music, the show includes 

informative commentary, _ 

anecdotes and, of course, 
humour. 


Almost every appearance in the band’s 
2016 tour saw them immediately re¬ 
booked for return visits - Ilminster Arts 
Centre being no exception. If you missed 
them first time around, or want to see the 
‘Pedigree’s’ in action again, don’t leave it 
too late to book your tickets - it’s going to 
be a popular night!

CATS PROTECTION has issued advice to local owners to help keep pet cats 
safe during the fireworks season. 

Whilst the celebrations can be great fun for people, cats can be left 
stressed out, confused or injured by fireworks. 

Apart from the obvious physical damage suffered through accidental con¬ 
tact with fireworks, cats can be badly affected by fireworks noise and lights. 

Possible behavioural problems as a result of fear and stress could include 
house soiling or excessive grooming, whilst there is also the danger of a 
pet cat running away and potentially not returning home. 

A few simple precautions can help owners to keep their cat out of 
harm's way: 

• Keep your cat in after dark and ensure he has access to a litter tray 

• Try to reduce outside noise by keeping windows shut and curtains drawn. 
Playing soothing music or having the TV on may also help. Try not to rein¬ 
force fearful behaviour by soothing and reassuring a cat that is looking 
anxious. 

• While cats like to be settled in a cosy, familiar territory such as a comfy 
bed or favourite chair, when feeling scared they need safe places to hide. 
Ensure they can exhibit this natural behaviour by providing access to a hid¬ 
ing place, such as under the bed, an igloo-style cat bed or something sim¬ 
ple like a cardboard box. 

• Make sure all doors and windows are securely closed to prevent your cat 
from escaping the home. 

• A Pheromone plug-in diffuser such as Feliway® can be used to decrease 
anxiety and spraying and can have a beneficial effect in calming a cat during 
fireworks. However, you must start using it a couple of weeks before Novem¬ 
ber 5th to maximise the benefit. It should be sited in the room in which your 
cat chooses to rest. Please speak to your vet for more information. 

If you are having your own bonfire night celebration this year, then 
consider: 

• Buying hand-held cascading fireworks rather than the noisier varieties 

• Holding a 'silent' fireworks display - many companies now offer quiet or al¬ 
most silent fireworks - giving you the same spectacle without the loud bangs. 

• Keeping fireworks and bonfire displays as far away from homes as possi¬ 
ble, to minimise any adverse effects on animals indoors, although bear in 
mind the effect these displays will have on wild animals. 

• Check bonfires before lighting them to ensure that no small animals are 
sleeping inside.

On Saturday, October 7th we welcomed 
the Bristol-based singer/songwriter Gaz 
Brookfield for the first time. This turned 
out to be a really special night as a large 
audience, many of whom were also first¬ 
time visitors, gave fantastic support, not 
only to Gaz but also to Street-based Nick 
Parker, who opened the evening. Fantastic 
material from two great songwriters, 
delivered in their own distinctive way, 
ensured this was a gig that will be talked 
about for a very long time. They will be 
back! Meanwhile, if you get the chance to 
see these two artists make sure that you do, 
as there is no doubt stardom is very close 
at hand for both. 

On Saturday 14th I was at Costa Del Folk 
in Portugal, but a number of us had a glass 
of wine in memory of the wonderful Vin 
Garbutt who sadly died in June, and was 
due to perform for us at The Hall on this 
date. He will be long remembered. 

On Saturday 21st the legendary Martin 
Carthy entertained us for the first time in 
seven years. For more than 40 years, 
Martin has been one of Folk music’s most 
acclaimed innovators. The evening showed 
just why he is one of the true ‘greats’ in the 
history of Folk. Still a superb singer and 
guitarist and still pushing musical 
boundaries. A night loved by all. 

On Saturday 28th, Nancy Kerr and The 
Sweet Visitor Band performed material 
from their excellent new album. Fronted 
by the dulcet voice of Nancy and featuring 
her on fiddle and guitar, the other 
members were also very much to the fore, 
and featured Tim Yates (double bass), Greg 
Russell (guitar) and Tom Wright (drums). 
Although Nancy has performed for us 
many times, this gig was a real ‘coup’ as it 
was the first time she had brought her full 
band to The David Hall. A night of really 
great music. 

On Sunday 29th October, in the afternoon, 
we held a concert for those of a classical 
persuasion when we welcomed back the 
Divertimento String Quartet. An ensemble 
of two violins, viola and cello, the foursome 
played music from many different 
composers, including Beethoven and Ravel. 


November gets off to a lively start on 
Friday 3rd when the critically- acclaimed 
Celtic Roots band, Jamie Smith’s Mabon, 
will perform. This five-piece will take their 
audience on a magical whistle-stop tour, 
with jigs and reels jostling for space 
alongside other dance-related forms, 
including Breton, Mazurka and very much 
more, in an exuberant ‘feel good’ show. As 
BBC radio’s Mike Harding said: “A top 
band led by one hell of an accordion player 
and arranger.” 

On Saturday 11th we are delighted to 
have the powerful singer/songwriter 
Martin Joseph back with us for his fourth 
visit. Without doubt, Martin is one of the 
most charismatic performers in Britain 
today. He is a jaw-dropping guitar player 
who has developed a unique percussive 
style and this, along with a powerful show¬ 
stopping voice and a mesmerising live 
performance, has seen Martin compared to 
Bruce Springsteen and Dave Matthews.

Friday 17th will see a welcome return by 
the wonderful trio, Gigspanner. Formed in 
2013, when fiddle player Peter Knight left 
Steeleye span, Gigspanner have already 
built a large following with their unique, 
original and beautiful interpretation of 
Traditional music. Peter is joined by Roger 
Flack on guitar and Sasha Trochet on 
percussion, both powerful and intelligent 
musicians in their own right. A fantastic 
live band, I for one am really looking 
forward to this gig. 

I often say that we have a programme 
that is musically diverse and this is 
certainly illustrated by the final gig in 
November when on Saturday 25th, the 
Bristol-based five-piece, The Moscow Drug 
Club, will return. We will again create a 
cafe-style atmosphere, which is perfect for 
this multi-talented band’s take on a 
musical mix of 1930’s Berlin Cabaret, Hot 
Club de France, Nuevo Tango and Gypsy 
Campfire.
